Attempts  were 
made  to  increase  the  fire  appropriation 
over  the  amount  recommended,  but  it 
failed,  as  also  did  attempts  to  increase 
and  decrease  the  appropriations Ifor  side¬ 
walks.  Upon  Mr.  F.  H.  Pilch’s  motion  an 
appropriation  of  $200*  was  unanimously 
made  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  burial 
plot  for  veteran  soldiers.  The  meeting 
was  more  than  ordinarily  quiet,  their  be¬ 
ing  no  discussion  of  township  affairs.
